Columbia Planing Company Is 
Bereft of Its Factory.

TWO MEN ESCAPE DEATH. 


Property Worth $36,000 Quickly | 


Reduced to Ashes. 


INSURANCE FOOTS UP $17,500. 


The plant of the Columbia Planing Mill 
company and the shops of Joseph Johanson, 
stairbuilder,, in Weed street, between 
Sheffield and Smith avenues, were easy 
prey for flames that swept over them yes- 
terday afternoon, and in less than an hour 
reduced to ashes property worth $86,000; 
insurance $17,500.. The plant and its con- 
tents. were dry as tinder. Within twenty 
minutes after the first blaze was discovered 
the entire building was in flames. 

The’ eighty men employed jn the planing 
mill barely had time to escape. Two who 
staid to try and save their workbench nearly 
paid the forfeit of their lives. As it was 
they hdd only succeeded in getting the bench 
part way out of a second story window, 
when the flames rolling up behind compelled 
them to leave their task. 

The planing mill, a long two-story frame 
structure, fronted south in Weed street, with 
the main office at Smith avenue, in the south- 
east corner of the buliding. The stairbuild- 
er's shops were in the same building, west 
towards Sheffield avenue. Separated from 
the main building by a narrow space, still 
further west, was the Columbia company’s 
paint shop. The entire structure was of open 
frame construction, except the dry kiln and 
boiler-house of brick, at the northeast cor- 
ner. 

Boy Sees the Blaze. 

It was in the small paint shop the fire was 
first seen by Herman Schombel, 16 years 
old, employed as boxmaker in the planing 
mill. He was on the roof of the Johanson 
shops at.3:30 p. m., when he saw a blaze in 
the side wall of the paint shop. Running to 
the office; he told A. A. Schenburg,.a ship- 
ping clerk, whe sent in a still alarm. This, 
through some defect of the wires, did got 
bring an immediate response. The boy mean- 
time ran to an alarm box at Smith avenue 
and Blackhawk street and turned in a call. 
It was twenty minutes after the fire was 
discovered before engine company No. 4, 
the first to arrive, was on the:ground. A 
Fire Marshal immediately sent in a 2-11 
alarm, and a moment later, when Acting 
Chief Musham arrived, a 4-11 alarm was 
sent in. 

Immense crowds had gathered about the 
burning structure, and the frequent arrivals 
of fire apparatus kept the police busy scat- 
tering the crowds. Within ten minutes after 
the first stream of water was turned on the 
building the roof had fallen in, and the ef- 
forts of the firemen were directed towards 
saving as much as possible of the valuable 
hardwoed lumber inside and outside the 
plant. 

The fire tugs Yosemite and Fire Queen 
were close seconds to the engine companies 
in getting water on the fire, and their lines 
of hose, carried over 200 feet from the river, 
covered the west side of the plant. 

Werkmen Get Out in a Hurry. 

As soon as he learned of the fire in the 
factory the engineer, J. W. Reininger, shut 
off the power from the machinery and set 
the fire hose in the building to work. The 
stopping of the machinery was the first 
intimation of their danger received by the 
men at work in the second story of the 
plant. They made a hasty exit: Frits 
Schombel and Henry Ferenberg, who staid 
to try and save their bench, were the last 
to leave, and climbed down to the alley at 
the north end of the building. 

The clerks at work in the office hastily 
piled into the safe as many of the important 
books and accounts of the concern ) , 
and Engine Company No. 27 kept the safe 
cool until the fire had abated. Notwith- 
standing the efforts cf the clerks, several 
files of orders for work, receipts, and other 
business papers were destroyed. 

The crowds watching the fire were nearly 
thrown into panic when the safety valves 
on the boilers of the plant flew open under 
extra pressure. The people scattered in all 
directions, believing an explosion imminent. 
Streams from the fire engines were kept 
playing on the boilers. 

At 6 o'clock all that remained of the plant 
was a black smoldering mass of embers, 
interwoven with gnarled and twisted pipes 
and iron shafts, only the brick boiler house 
and stack and the office corner of the frame 
building remaining upright.

CAUCUS BREAKS UP IN A ROW. 


Republican Members of the Wiscon- 
sin Legislature Unable to Reach 
' an Agreement. 


Madison, Wis., Aug. 17.—[ Special. I— The 
Republican members of the State Legis- 
lature held a stormy caucus this afternoon 
and vainly attempted to decide on a plan of 
procedure in their consideration of the 
Legislative Revision committee's report. 
The caucus broke up in confusion and left 
the members no nearer a solution of the 
problem than before the conference. 

Since the regular session of the Legis- 
lature adjourned last April the Revision 
committee has been at work going over and 
condensing the statutes enacted at that ses- 
sion. Besides this work the committee rec- 
ommends for passage in the shape of amend- 
ments a number of matters which will be 
virtually new legislation. There is much 
complaint that the committee has exceeded 
the limits of its duties and is ringing in a 
lot of new and important legislation. This 
allegation the committee denies, and says 

hat while some changes have been made 

hey are perfectly evident, and necessity 
requires their consideration at this time. 

The sensational feature of the caucus this 
afternoon was the withdrawal of Senator 
Austin of Milwaukee, who wanted the Re- 
vision committee's report considered not in 
@ party caucus, but in open session of the 
Legislature, where the matter could be dis- 
cussed on its merits. The caucus developed 
a wide difference of opinion on the committee 
report. The prevailing sentiment seemed to 
favor slow, deliberate action. However, ef- 
forts to secure an agreement for an adjourn- 
ment for sixty or ninety days to give the 
members time to carefully examine and di- 
gest the committee's report proved futile. 
Nevertheless, cooler heads believe that that 
plan will be adopted ultimately. The plan 
now ts to hold another caucus tomorrow, if 
possible, and reach some united plan of ac- 
tion. Just what that will be nobody at this 
writing is able to say. 

Both Houses met at 2 o'clock this after- 
noon, and after listening to a short message 
from the Governor, adjourned until 10 
o'clock tomorrow morning. 

The Revision committee held a secret 
meeting tonight and discussed the opposition 
shown to its report. The committee décided 
to have printed a slip showing all the 
changes made in the statutes and the amend- 
ments suggested. This slip will be placed on 
every member's desk in the morning. Then 
an attempt will be made to have a joint 
session of the two Houses some time tomor- 
row to enable the committee explain the rea- 
sons for every change made and why the 
amendments should be adopted. The mem- 
bers of the committee express the opinion 
that the report will be finally adopted as it 
stands and the adjourned session will not 
last longer than the end of this week. 


FEDERATION OF RAILWAY MEN. 


Eight Hundred Delegates from the 
Several Brotherhoods in Session 
at Detroit. 


Detroit, Mich., Aug. 17.—[Special.|—The 
members of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
‘Firemen and Brotherhood of Trainmen to 
the number of 800 or 1,000, from all over 
the United States, met in convention in this 
city this afternoon with the ostensible pur- 
pose of getting in closer touch with their 
employers, but the deep underlying pur- 
pose was to urge on a federation of all rail- 
road workmen. Among the well-known rail-

UTICA GOLD MINE IS AFIRE. 


Miners Escape with Difficulty—It Will 
Require Four Days to Extinguish 
the Flames. 


Angels Camp, Cal., Aug. 17.—The great 
Utica mine is on fire. Flames and smoke 
were discovered issuing from the 800-foot 
level, station No. 4, at 4 o’clock this morn- 
ing. It was with difficulty that the shift 
made their escape. Six men were cut off, 
but made their way through the south end 
of the new shaft. The fire is supposed to 
have orginated from spontaneous combus- 
tion, caused by lard and coal oil. It is im- 
possible at present to estimate the loss that 
the fire will.cause, but it is safe to say that 
it will amount to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. The mine is being rapidly flooded. 
It will take at least four days to flood the 
mine, and. it is estimated that in case no 
more serious results should happen af ter- 
ward it will take at least two months to 
pump out the water and fix the mines for 
regular operation. The Utica mine, which 
is the largest quartz gold mine that is 
worked by chlorination process, containing 
200 stamps and 14 roasting ovens, besides 
an immense amount of necessary ma- 
chinery, is owned by the Hobart estate. 
A considerable amount of the property for- 
merly belonged to the late Senator James 
G. Fair. It is estimated that the net profits 
of the mine exceed $1,500,000 per annum.

G. A. Heins Tells of a Trip trom Ju- 
neau to Dawson City in a Canoe 
Paddling Up a River Lined with Ice 
Chance to Make Valuable Trades 
with the Indians — Gold Seekers 
Complain Because They Are Land- 
ed at Vessel’s Starting Point. 


Tacoma, Wash., Aug. 17.— [8 
of the gost intrepid of the oe 
been swept into the ranks of the horde of 
hurrying fortune-seekérs bound toward 
golden Klondike is Louis Kruschke of Du- 
luth, Minn. He is a one-legged man and is 
compelled to travel on crutches, He ar 
rived here yesterday in company with a 
party of three, bound from Duluth to the 
new El Dorado. The crippled man’s rignt leg 
is cut off close to the hip. He is about 38 
years old and apparently in good health. 
The party will leave here today on . the 
steamer City of Kingston for Dyeca, 

Kruschke says he does not expect to carry 
any freight across the mountains. Sut he 
will get there if the other boys do. However 
he fears that he will get somewhat colder 
than his companions, because he n not be 
able to exercise as much as they. 

Duluth has already sent out fifty men for 
the Klondike. Two of the fortune-seckers 
are boys 16 or 18 years old. They took the 
overland route leading northward along the 
headwaters of the McKenzie. Eight of the 
Duluth gold hunters have started for the 
Yukon by that route, 

G. A. Heina, mate of North Pacific seal- 
ing and whaling schooners, made a trip sev- 
eral months ago from Juneau to Dawson 
City in an Indian canoe, something that 
very few white men have ever done. Speak- 
ing of the trip, he said today 

In company with one white man and six 
Indians I left Juneau in February for a trip 
up the Yukon. The canoe was twenty-eight 
feet long, and one of those typical long Al- 
askan canoes, in which the northern Indians 
used to visit the sound during the hop sea- 
son several years ago. We were thres 
months making the round trip from Juneau 
to St. Michael's, thence up the river to Dau 
son, and then further up the stream along 
the lakes, across the mountains, and over 
the water to Juneau. After going to St. 
Michael’s we came southward and entered 
the Yukon. Three weeks passed before we 
reached Dawson. The lower river was open 
and clear, but the further up we got the 
more ice there was along the banks. The 
middle of the stream was always open and 
the water was clear and delicious. When it 
was necessary to land we ran the canoe 
alongside the ice and stepped out. It would 
easily bear our weights. The snow wus not 
exceedingly deep. We wore few, but warm 
clothes. We lived almost exclusively in the 
canoe. Our fire place or hot pot’ was bullt 
in the center of the craft. 

Wemet several parties of natives hunting 
along the Yukon. I could have easily traded 
with them for from $1,700 to $2,000 worth of 
seal, otter, or other skins, and whalebone. 

Jam thinking of buying a small launch 
on the sound and engaging in trading on the 
Yukon.” 

Incoming goldseekers complain that the 
railroad companies in the East sell them 
tickets to Seattle and on arriving there they 
find that Tacoma is the initial starting point 
for all of the Alaskan boats, with one ex- 
ception, and in order to make sure of getting 
their supplies loaded in a proper manner 
they are compelled to reship them from 
Seattle to Tacoma. A party of six from Chi-

USES KNIFE WITH BAD RESULTS. 


Herman Hager Apprehended for Stab- 
bing Two Men During an 
Altercation.

Cleveland, O., Aug. 17.—[{Special.]—A very 
important meeting of the operators of the 
Pennsylvania mines was held in Cleveland 
today and a movement started to break 
the coal miners’ strike. 

It was decided to open the mines of the 
Pittsburg district at once and operate them 
without further delay, forcibly if necessary. 
It was also decided that all coal sold at the 
&4-cent basis of mining this year should be 
mined at that price. 

It was determined that the operators 
should not.consider any change in the price 
of mining until the contracts made at the 
S4-cent basis of mining are filled and the 
uniformity agrecment is completed, 


STRIKERS NO LONGER ON MARCH 


Crusade Against De Armit’s Mines 
Seems to Be Broken by the 
Courts. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 17.— [Special. I—The 
center ot interest in the war against W. P. 
De Armit’s mines shifted from Plum Creek 
to Turtle Creek today. The strikers at 
Camp Determination, which is still in ex- 
istence, tried to ignore the orders of Sheriff 
Lowry not to march or reconnoiter. Fifty 
resolute men silently stole across the fields 
towards the Oak Hill mine to do missionary 
work among the diggers whd have returned 
to the mine. The watchmen at the New 
York and Cleveland company’s car shops 
discovered the men moving up the hill, along 
the road, and he at once roused the Deputy 
Sheriffs. Seeing they were discovered the 
strikers returned to camp. 

After the strikers had returned to Camp 
Determination Sheriff Lowry said he had de- 
cided to enforce the law to its full extent to 
prevent the striking miners from marching. 
The Townships of Plum, Patton, and 
Wilkins were practically put in control of 
Deputy Sheriffs, who are now stationed on 
all roads in those townships. This puts an 
end to the strikers marching or moving to 
the mines and intercepting the miners, The 
Sheriff said today he will not attempt to 
break up the camps of strikers until the 
court hab finally passed on the injunction. 

When Deputies Grady and Johnson tried to 
arrest Edward Evans, a colored railroad la- 
borer, near Plum Creek, he pulled two re- 
volvers. Both officers fired, their bullets 
going through Evans’ arms, and the re- 
volvers fell from his hands. 


SOME GAINS IN WEST VIRGINIA. 


Strike Leaders No Longer Fear the In- 
. terference of the Federal 
Courts. 


Wheeling, W. V., Aug. 17.—The strikers 
show material gains in all sections of West 
Virginia today. In the Wheeling district 
there is not a miner working, while on the 
Ohio side of the river the last man, except 
those who are to furnish coal for water and 
electric light plants, is out. In the Fairmo::t 
district the strike leaders did not succeed in 
closing the Montana mine entirely, but tne; 
made decided gains. In the Kanawaha 
Valley about 300 men have gone to work 
since yesterday morning, but more than 
that number have left their work. In the 
Norfolk and Western region the organizers 
have gone to work again with a will, and in 
sufficient numbers to prove effective. The 
leaders are getting on to the United States 
Court injunctions and find by careful read 
ing that they prohibit nothing but trespass 
and do not apply to speechmaking or assem- 
blage on public ground. They are no longer 
a cause of alarm to the organizers, 


Bad Outlook in Indiana. 


Brazil, Ind., Aug. 17.—[Special.]—The Min- 
ers’ Executive board met here today and the 
Treasurer's report showed that there was 
only $20 in the treasury to feed 7,000 per- 
sons. 


TO REVISE CRIMINAL STATUTES. 


Messrs. Botkin and Culbertson of the 
Federal Commission Visit Chica- 
go for That Purpose. 


Ex-Governor A. C. Botkin of Montana 
was in Chicago yesterday en route to Wash- 
ington, where his headquarters as chair- 
man of the commission appointed to revise 
the criminal laws of the United States have 
been esbtablished. Governor Culbertson o 
Texas, who is a member of that body, was 
also in the city, and left for the East last 
evening. 

The board consists of three commissioners 
and two clerks, who have their preliminary 
arrangements all made, and are now ready 
to begin the actual work of revision. 


Universal Millis Resume Work. 


Pottstown, Pa., Aug. 17.—The wage ques- 
tion between George B. Lessig, proprietor, 
and the employés of the Universal mill, has 
at last been settled, and this plant, together 
with the sixty-five inch mill, will resume 
work this evening with 300 men. The men, 
it is understood, will receive almost as much 
as they demanded. 


WOMEN GOLD SEEKERS BOUND FOR THE KLONDIKE. 
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MINERS DEFY STATE LAW 


STRIKERS AT COFFEEN OVERPOW- 
ER THE DEPUTY SHERIFFS. 


“General” Bradley Marches His 
Crusaders inte the Little Town and 
Is Himself Arrested and Thrown 
into Jail—Miners at Work Refuse 
to Attend the Meeting of the Strik- 
ers and Insist on Keeping at Work 
~Sheriff Asks for State Troops. 


Hillsboro, II., Aug. 17.—{Special.]—Not 
since the war has such excitement reigned 
in the southern portion of Montgomery 
County as has been witmessed today. The 
proclamation of President Traylor of the 
Village of Coffeen and the orders of Sheriff 
Randall have been openly and boldly defied. 
For two days men have been coming from 
all directions to reinforce ** General Brad- 
ley’s army, encamped nearly two miles from 
Coffeen. ' Bra had this morning at his 
camp 400 men and seventy-five women. They 
were becoming restive under the rigid exclu- 
sion enforced by the village authorities, and 
spent several hours in drilling. 

At 2 o elock this afternoon Bradley formed 
his men in a column eight abreast, and with 
the Staunton band bringing up the rear be- 
gan his march to the village. Sheriff Ran- 
dall posted his deputies about thé mine and 
stationed twenty of them, with muskets and 
fixed bayonets, acréss the highway. 

President Traylor of the Village board met 
the advaincing army just inside the corpora- 
tion line, and ordered a halt. General 
Bradley, who marched near the front, wear- 
ing a large green sash, ordered the strikers 
to go on, and President Traylor was roughly 
pushed aside. Some of the Deputy Sheriffs 
were frightened, and no order to fire was 
given. Without hesitation or a halt the col- 
umn advanced and by force of @gymbers over- 
powered the deputies, who re thrust to 
one side after a brief struggle. 


Bradiey Goes to Jail. 


President Traylor shouted to the deputies 
to arrest Bradley, and two of them seized 
him. Before the strikers could rescue him 
the deputies hurried him through a side 
street, placed him in a carriage, and drove 
rapidly to this city, where he was placed in 
jail charged with inciting riot, disturbance 
of the peace, and resistance to officers. 

Meanwhile, the invading army marched 
through the principal streets of the little 
village which had so long repulsed them 
and finally halted near an elevator situated 
nearly a half mile from the mine. Here 
they planned to hold a meeting when the 
miners quit work at 5 o’clock. 

As soon as he saw the picket line was 
broken Sheriff Randall posted all his depu- 
ties around the coal mine, giving them or- 
ders to shoot any one who might attempt 
to pass the line after being haited. When 
the working miners came out of the shaft 
at 5 o’clock they went at once to their 
homes, refusing to have anything to do 
with the strikers. The latter thereupon ap- 
pointed a committee of twelve to hold a 
meeting tonight to endeavor to persuade 
the miners to join the strike. With but few 
exceptions the miners refused to attend the 
meeting. Whether they will work tomor- 
row with the strikers in town is doubtful 
as they say they are afraid to do so. 

If they attempt to work a riot and perhaps 
bleodshed is feared. Most of the strikers in 
Bradley’s army are foreigners and they talk 
freely of using force to compel the closing 
of the mine. Sheriff Randall has laid the 
facts before Governor Tanner. 


Appeals to the Governor. 


Springfield, III., Aug. 17.—[{Special.]—Late 
this afternoon Governor Tanner received 
another appeal for troops at Coffeen. It 
came from Sheriff Randall of Montgomery 
County, who asked for troops to disperse 
the coal miners now encamped outside the 
village. Governor Tanner promptly replied 
by wire, declining to send troops on a vague 
anticipation of mob violence. 

Following is the Sheriff's message: 

** Coffeen, III., Aug. 17.—John R. Tanner, 
Governor: One word from the Governor 
will disperse the 500 or more miners who 
are now besieging the Village of Coffeen. 
Will you say that word now, or wait until 
the little tewn is in ashes and possibly lives 
lost? The presence of the State miiltia 
might serve a good purpose at this time. 


The miners declare their intention of dis- 
regarding the proclamation this evening. 


What shall I do? 
“ Henry N. RANDLE, Sheriff.“ 


Governor Tanner's reply was as follows: 


„ Springfield, III., Aug. 17.--Henry N. Ran- 
dle, Sheriff, Coffeen, III.: In reply to your 
message of today calling for troops I will 
say that I am advised that so far there has 
been no personal harm, no destruction of 
property, and no infraction of law at Cof- 
feen. I shall not, on the vague anticipation 
of mob: violence, send troops to Coffeen. In 
the meantime it is your duty to preserve the 
peace and protect life and property.

Strikers Give Up the Contest 
Many Points in IIIIi- 
nois. 


Carterville, III., Aug. 17.—[Special.]}—The 
great coal strike, so far as Williamson Coun- 
ty is concerned, is almost a thing of the past. 
The crusaders have been leaving here all 
day, and it is fully expected that what few 
remain here now. will leave during the night. 
State President Carson was called to Co- 
lumbus, O., this afternoon by telegram, and 
with his presence gone hope Seems to have 
entirely forsaken the visitors. The St. Louis 
and Big Muddy Coal company's mine has 
been recognized as the key to the situation 
all the time, and an effort was made this 
morning to turn the miners of this mine 
back as they went to work, but without suc- 
cess. The crusaders then seemed to give up 
all hope and at once began leaving town. 
All of the mines here have run today with 
full forces. A telephone message today from 
Marion says that all the mines there are 
running, and that the shaft at Johnston 
City, which has been idle almost a week, re- 
sumed operations this morning. 

Decatur, III., Aug. 17.— [Special. I There 
has been but slight change in the strike situ- 
ation in Decatur. Many miners were at 
work at both mines today. Thestrikers say 
100 men were out and the company reports 
that only a few were out. There are said to 
be 150 or more men who will not quit under 
any circumstances. The local men who are 
out have passed resolutions calling on all 
the miners to come out. One of the men who 
refuses to quit says he will continue to work 
if the strikers stay here all winter, and he 
hopes if they stay that idle men will go to 
Springfield and take the places made vacant 
by their absence. 

Carlyle, III., Aug. 17.—[Special.]—Three 
mines situated in Clinton County resumed 
operations this morning. Consequently the 
strike is virtually at an end in this vicinity. 
The operators at Brees notified their men 
last night to return to work or remove their 
tools. Seventy, one-half of the usual force, 
went below this morning and more will like- 
ly follow tomorrow. Nearly 100 returned to 
the shaftsin Trenton. Four hundred miners 
are employed in this county, and their re- 
turn to work will be a sad blow to the cause 
of the strikers. Twelve carloads of coal 
were shipped today. 

Peoria, III., Aug. 17.—[Speciail.}—The 
miners of this district to the number of 350 
met today at Bartonville, and resolved to 
march tomorrow to Pekin, and bring out 
the men who are working in two mines there.

NEW ENGLAND FEELS THE BOOM 


Clatter of Starting Mill Wheels Heard 
All Over the Eastern 
States. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 17.—[Special. The 
discussion of early fail politics in New Ing - 
land has been almost drowned by the clatter 
of starting mill wheels and the whirr of 
long-idie spindles. From all the great in- 
dustrial centers the same story comes. Such 
a revival of business has seldom been ex- 
perienced in these five States. Prosperity 
is not coming. It is here. 

It is estimated that during the last six 
weeks ever 300 industrial ¢stablishments, 
counting large and smali, dependent and in- 
dependent, together, have started up, giving 
employment to from 25,000 to 30,000 unem- 
ployed persons. The consequence is that 
trade is humming and money circulating 
in a most encouraging fashion. These are 
some of the more important items of news: 

At Providence, cotton and woolen mills 
all along the line resumed yesterday atter a 
shut-down lasting one week and longer. 
Yesterday things were humming in the Ol- 
neyville district, the Atlantic, Weybosset, 
Riverside, and the eight large worsted and 
woolen mills ef the Providence National 
combination, presenting a lively appear- 
ance. The New Joseph Banigan rubber 
mills near Olneyville are in full operation. 
The Goddard mills at Berkley, Lonsdale, 
Valley Falls, and Ashton in the Blackstone 
Valley are on full time again, with the 
operatives all at work, 

There is a better demand for cotton goods, 
and manufacturers say that unless the un- 
expected happens the big surplus stock will 
be gradually worked off without a further 
shut-down. 

The United States Rubber company, ope- 
rating extensive works at Millville, has 
posted notices that all competent bootmak- 
ers shall henéeforth have all the work nex 
can perform. This order will increase. the 
output from 4,000 pairs of boots daily to 
over 5,000 pairs, and the increase in number 
of bootmakers from 240 to nearly 350.. The 
hours of labor are lengthened from ten to 
fourteen. A large increase of the working 
force has already been made and it now looks 
as if the works will soon reach the high- 
wa der mark attained in the most prosperous 
times. | 

At Putnam, Conn., the Putnam Manufac- 
turing company has broken ground for an 
addition to its mill. This means a large num- 
ber of new employés. 

A careful canvass of the manufacturers 
of Woonsocket, R. I., reveals an encouvag- 
ing state of affairs and indicates that pros- 
perity has struck this place in full force. 
The manufacturers in every instance re- 
port that since the passage of the new tariff 
bill business has revived and is now boom- 
ing. 

The cotton mills at Fall River, employing 
5,000 hands, strted up on full time yesterday 
as reported in the Tribune. At Lowell, 
Mass., Biddeford and Lewiston, Me., and 
Manchester, N. H., the ¢otton mills have 
ceased “ curtailing ” ar are expanding 
work in all departments ne thousand new 
hands have been taken on in each of these 
places since July 1. 


Silver Mines Clase Down. 

Idaho Springs, Colo., Aug. 17.—As a result 
of the decline in silver the La Martine mine 
has discharged its force gf men working on 
“silver lodes. Manager Hanchett said: ‘‘ The 
price of silver has dropped too low. We can- 
not mine and will stop all work on the sil- 
ver bearing veins. The product of the La 
Martine has been something over $3,000,000 
at current prices and it is one of the heaviest 
producers of the State. We will now turn 
our attention to the working of the gold 
lodes. The owners of the silver mines in 
the upper end of Clear Creek County will 
also discontinue the working of silver prop- 
erties, and in the future mining operations 
give attention exclusively to the gold bear- 
ing veins.

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CASH TO MOVE ¢ MOVE CROPS 


New York Banks Called Upon 
for an Immense Amount. 


WILL NEED $150,000,000. 


Effect of the Demand Is to Stiffen 
Money Rates. 


WHEAT LIKELY TO GO UP. 


Wall street statisticians give the fig- 
ures below for the three important 
orops of the United States, for which 
money is demanded trom New York 
banks for harvesting and marketing:

The nks of New York are called 
upon to assist this important move- 
ment to the extent of about $150,000,- 
000. 

All ot this comes back little by little 
before the next harvest period ar- 
rives. 


New York, Aug. 17.- —[Special.}—The first 
demand on New York for money with which 
to move crops was made today. It is not 
unusual for the West and South to draw 
$100,000,000 or more for the moving of the 
grain and cotton crops. The call comes 
yearly and each year the money drawn 
flows gradually back to the mertopolis, 
where it remains until the next harvest 
rolis around, 

It is all a stupendous system of credit 
which reaches across the Atlantic and 
causes the shipment of gold to the United 
States in exchange for the wheat in case 
Americans do not buy abroad enough goods 
to offset the grain exports. The coming and 
going of money is like the ebb and flow of 
the tide, When it is high tide in Europe it is 
low tide here. No matter which way the 
money flows the other side supplies it. 


Farmers Start the Tide. 


As an inseparable factor the tiller of the 
soi] plays his part. In fact, his work is the 
beginning of it all. From the ground the 
wealth of the nation is derived. In the 
spring it almost invariably happens that 
gold flows from our shores to Europe. The 
crop movement is then over, and we pur- 
chase manufactured goods abroad, which 
must be paid for in cash, as there is no staple 
product like grain or cotton to exchange. 
Before this outward movement of the pre- 
cidus metal has begun the New York banks 
accumulate money. It goes West for the 
farmers, comes East in grain, and returns 
from Europe in gold. 

Maurice L. Muhleman, Deputy Assistant 
Treasurer of the United States, fs perhaps 
better informed on the currency, crop, and 
gold movements than any other authority in 
the city. In epeaking of the prospective 
movement this year he said: 

The amount of money required varies 
each harvest season. It has not infrequent- 
ly occurred that $150,000,000 has been taken 
from the local institutions to provide money 
for the Western farmers and Southern plant- 
ers. its first effect here of course is to stiffen 
money rates. The first indication of that 
came today, when loans at six months“ time 
were made at the Stock Exchange at a 4 
per cent rate. Last week it was only 3 per 
cent. Call loans now command 2 per cent, 
whereas a few days ago large quantities of 
call money were available at from 1 to 1% 
per cent. Supply and demand regulate the 
interest on money as miuch as the prices on 
commodities.“ 

Wheat Going Still Higher.

VIEW OF THE CROP SITUATION. 


Cooler Weather Prevails Generally, but 
Growth of Corn Is Not Af- 
fected by It. 


Illinois—Favorable week for work, but too 
dry for good growth and rain generally 
needed; corn mostly doing well, but few 
fields firing, aided by chinchbugs; earliest 
flelds ready to cut Sept. 1 to 5. Broom- 
corn cutting to begin this week in early 
fields, with fair to good yield; second crop 
clover and millet cutting begun, with good 
yield clover seed; thrashing being rapidly 
finished, 

Wisconsin—Showers latter part of week 
benefited corn, potatoes, and pastures. 
Nights cool, but corn made good progress 
and will mature in four to six weeks. Grain 
nearly all stacked tn southern and middle 
sections. Somo thrashing done; yield gen- 
erally good. Some tobacco injured by hail 
in Vernon County; elsewhere crop fine. 

Michigan—Cool nights and cloudy days 
have matured corn slowly, but it has gained 
and continues generally promising. Late 
potatoes improved by rains, but indicate 
light yield because damaged by bugs. Oats 
harvest nearly completed and being well 
secured. Beans, buckwheat, and pastures 
good. Soil in good shape for fall plowing, 
which is well under way. 

Minnesota—Cool and dry till 13th; when 
rain delayed wheat and barley harvest and 
stacking. Wheat harvest practically fin- 
ished in southern half and in progress or 
about to begin in north. Barley harvest

in Red River Valley, and oats ripening there. 
Cool for corn, but goud growth was made. 
Some thrashing in south. 

North Dakota—Barley and rye in the 
shock and wheat cutting general. Heavy 
rains latter part of week stopped harvest 
and damaged some overripe wheat and 
caused heavy grain to lodge. Corn still 
backward and Hable to be caught by frost. 
All small grains damaged more or less by 
insects, smut, and rust. 

South Dakota—Generally cool, fair weath- 
er, very favorable for harvesting of oats 
and spring wheat, now nearing completion 
in central and progressing in northern coun- 
ties. Considerable late wheat weedy and 
some fields ruined thereby. Corn progress- 
ing satisfactorily, very promising, filling 
well, and but little retarded by cool weather. 

Nebraska—Week rather cool for best 
growth of corn, but crop has made fair prog- 
ress and continues in good condition. Corn 
is late and needs warm weather. Haying 
and thrashing delayed by rain. Fall plow- 
ing has made good progress. 

Kansas—Cooler, with abundant rains ex- 
cept in Smith, Osborne, Rooks, and Phillips, 
greatly improving corn, fruits, forage crops, 
meadows, and pastures, but interfering with 
thrashing and in western counties damag- 
ing wheat in shock and stack. All late corn 
and some early corn in recent drought dis- 
tricts revived and promising fair crop. 

Missouri—Good showers in some localities, 
in others none. Over greater portion of 
State corn needs rain badly, and in some sec- 
tions has suffered further injury from 
drought. Early corn hardening. Cotton 
suffering for rain and shedding in places. 
Too dry for plowing except in few counties. 
Potatoes generally a light crop. 

Iowa— Week cool and generally dry, with 
sunshine above average. Corn progressing 
slowly, and late fields need much more 
moisture and warmth to pull through. Some 
corn firing in southern district. Potatoes 
and pastures greatly need rain. 

Kentucky—Warm days and cool nights 
with normal sunshine and local showers. 
Very light showers in dry districts. Corn 
needs rain, generally. Tobacco progressing 
Slowly. Oats all thrashed and yield satis- 
factory. Apples falling. Peaches scarce. 
Potatoes fair. Plowing progressing. 

Indiana—Few local showers on Saturday 
and Sunday in central and northern portions, 
but rain is much needed everywhere, espe- 
cially for corn, which begins to suffer much 
just when earing. Tobacco advances slow- 
ly; thrashing good crops wheat and oats 
still continues; fall plowing interrupted, as 
ground is too dry. 

Ohio—Cool, sunny, somewhat dry, except 
fairly general showers latter portion. 
Wheat, oats, and rye thrashing, and plow- 
ing progressed favorably, though not enough 
warmth and moisture for late corn, pota- 
toes, pastures, and gardens. Some early 
corn ready for cutting. Tobacco looks well; 
cutting begun, Sweét potatoes, turnips, 
celery, and millet some growth. Grapes 
ripening. 


FOR ANOTHER LIFT IN GLASS. 


Window-Pane Jobbers Will Meet To- 
day and Raise Prices Five Per 
Cent. 


Jobbers in window-glass from all sections 
west of Pittsburg will meet at the Audito- 
rium Annex today for the double purpos2 
of raising prices on glass and attempting 
to reorganize the association which formerly 
existed among them. It is thought an ad- 
vance of at least 5 per cent will be agreed 

on immediately and that at least preliminary 
details of an association will be concluded. 

Since the Dingley law went Into effect 
prices of all shapes of American window- 
glass have advanced nominally about 10 per 
eent in the territory west of Pittsburg. 
This, however, does not represent the act- 
ual increase in prices that has been made. 
The milis, all of which are now shut down, 
are practically out of certain sizes. These 
sizes happen to be in largest demand, and 
to secure them the seller's price has to be 
paid. 

The mills a week or two ago made a for- 
mal advance of 5 per cent, announcing at 
the time that a further advance would be 
made without notice. They have since de- 
clined to quote except on specifications 
“ subject to stock.“ which means the buyers 
are invited to take what the mills can give 
them. 

The advance scheduled to be arranged by 
the jobbers at today’s meeting will make a 
total of about 15 per cent added to the price 
of glass within a month. Jobbers estimate 
current stocks in all hands at approximately 
1,200,000 boxes and the increased value 
given by the successive advances at $300,- 
000 


A very large attendance is expected at 
today’s meeting. 


GOOD TIMES NOW INLITCHFIELD 


Railroad Shops, Coal Mines, and Fac- 
tories Are Running at Full 
Blast. 


Litchfield, III., Aug. 17.—[Special. }—Litch- 
field is feeling the advance wave of prosper- 
ity. While there was no wheat at all In this 
community, there is every promise of a 
magnificent corn crop, and the farmers are 
rushing their last year’s corn to market. 
The car and machine shops, which for three 
years have worked but a few men, and only 
eight hours a day, are now running a full 
force, twelve and a half hours a day. The 
railroad shops, coal mines, and large brick 
and tile works are busy, and a feeling 
of better times pervades all classes, 
The census, recently completed, records a 
population of 8,000, the largest in the his- 
tory of the city.

James Murphy Shoots Maggie 
Canten in a Wineroom. 


SAYS IT’S AN ACCIDENT. 


Exonerates from Blame His 
Rival, Thomas ONeal. 


POLICE STILL AFTER HIM. 


James Murphy, one of the men suspected 
of knowing how Maggie Canten came to her 
death in Felix Worst’s saloon, 3352 Laurel 
street, during an orgy early yesterday 
morning, was arrested last night by police 
of the Thirty-fifth Street Station. The offi- 
cers say he confessed to the shooting, and 
declared that it was accidental. 

Murphy and Thomas O'Neal were lovers 
of the girl and were present when the fatal 
shot was fired. Both ran away. The police 
still are looking for O'Neal. 

Murphy says his right name is William 
Hamilton. After Murphy or Hamilton had 
been locked up he told the police that all in 
the party were under the influence of liquor.. 
He exhibited a revolver and it was acci- 
dentally discharged. 

The prisoner declares he does not know the 
whereabouts of O'Neal, but says the latter 
did not do the shooting. 

Hamilton was arrested at Twenty-ninth 
street and Wentworth avenue by Policeman 
Overhue and Garrity. He is 18 years old 
and lives in the vicinity where the shooting 
occurred. 

Maggie Canten lived at 2625 Emerald ave- 
nue. She was considered one of the most 
comely in the neighborhood, and her tragic 
death created great excitement in the vicin- 
ity. 

Climax to the Revelry. 

Maggie Canten, Louisa Young of 2681 
Squth Halsted street; Daniel Callahan; 2870 
Main street; John Narg, 8216 South Morgan 
street; Tony Moran, 2870 Main street, and 
Thomas O'Neal and James Murphy spent the 
early hours of the morning in the saioon, 
The party was scattered about the bar and 
in the private wine rooms, when a shot was 
heard. The Canten girl fell to the floor with 
a bullet in her brain. 

In the confusion that followed Murphy 
and O'Neal disappeared. A moment later 
the police arrived and arrested the saloon- 
keeper and the remaining members of the 
party. All were much frightened, and at 
first refused to talk, but later gave the police 
information regarding their missing com- 
panions. 

Revolver and Coat Lett. 

A cheap revolver of antiquated design 
found beside the body was also turned over 
to the police and is being heid for evidence. 
Every effort was made to locate O'Neal 
and Murphy and their description was sent 
out to all stations in Chicago to arrest them 
on sight. 

The strongest case seemed to be against 
O'Neal, who had been for some time the 
recognized suitor of the murdered girl. He 
left the place in such haste that he forgot 
his coat which was found on a chair. 

The unfortunate girl left home despite 
the protests of her parents to meet ONeal, 
and declared she would remain away all 
night for spite. The next that was heard 
cf her was the notice of her death brought 
to the house by a patrolman. 

The girl had been employed at Siegel, 
Cooper & Co.'s store as an inspector in the 
wrapping department. She met O'Neal 
three months ago, her parents said, and 
the man became infatuated with her, using 
his influence to persuade her to give up 
her position. This she did a month ago, and 
since that time she has been much in the 
company of O'Neal. 

O'Neal Jealous of Murphy. 

Murphy was an acquainfance of longer 
standing than O'Neal, and it is said on ac- 
count of the girl's evident preference for 
Murphy O'Neal became jealous, and on oc- 
casions his threats came to the ears of her 
parents, who tried to warn their daughter 
of the danger in which she was placing 
herself. 

When she left home on Monday night it 
was with the intention of keeping an ap- 
pointment with O’Neal. On the way to the 
dance hall Murphy and the others joined 
them, and the girl is thought to have left 
O'Neal, giving all her attention to Murphy. 

There were angry words and protests 
heard in the wineroom before the shot was 
fired. 


DEATH OF GENERAL D. G. SWAIM. 


Was Garfield’s Friend and Companion 
and Formerly Adjutant General 
of the Army. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 17.—David G. 
Swaim, U. 8. X., retired, Judge Advocate 
General, died here today, aged 63, of Bright's 
disease, 


David Gaskill Swaim was born at Salem, 
O., Oct. 22, 1884. At the beginning of the 
war he entered the service of his country, 
accepting a commission as Second Lieuten- 
ant in the Sixty-fifth Ohio Volunteer In- 
fantry. In November of the same year he 
was promoted to a First Lieutenancy. Be- 
fore the war he was an acquaintance and a 
friend of James A. Garfield, and the friend- 
ship, tried in both war and peace, continued 
to the death of Garfield in 1881. Lieutenant 
Swaim took part in the battles of Shiioh, 
Murfreesboro, and Perryville, and was ap- 
pointed on General Rosecrans’ staff in De- 
eember, 1862, remaining in that service, with 
the rank of Adjutant General, until Novem-

This is exceedingly specious reasoning, 
but it fails to cover the whole ground. It 
seems to be a sentiment constructed for 
the encouragement only of those who sym- 
pathize with this particular aspect of the 
union labor cause, The Trades council 
ordered this strike solely to coerce the 
Board of Education into prohibiting offi- 
cially a certain class of workmen from being 
given work on the school buildings. There 
is no claim that this class ses st which 
discrimination is urged is ia any respect 
less competent. The sole contention is that 
the workmen whose means of livelihood is 
assailed do not belong to a certain organiza- 
tion called the union. The strike, moreover, 
has no other basis. It is not for higher 
wages, or shorter hours, nor to obtain im- 
munity from any hardships imposed on the 
workmen, but simply to force into idleness 
certain men who have no inclination to 
join the labor organization. Moreover, the 
strike is of an unusual character. It stops 
work in part on school buildings at a time 
when such stoppage means the postpone- 
ment of the opening of those schools prob- 
ably for some weeks. It will chus keep out 
of the schools thousands of children, many 
of whom are the daughters and sisters of 
the workmen who are taking part in the 
strike. This is a rather remarkable method 
to adopt to gain public sympathy. The 
members of the Trades council practically 
say: “If you do not agree to ohr terms we 
will strike, and the schools cannot be 
opened and our children will suffer.” Thus 
a part of their appeal for surrender to their 
demands is based on the suffering they in- 
flict on their own children. | 

What right has the Board of Education to 
pay any attention to these demands? What 
right has this eivie body to restrict con- 
tractors to the employment of one class of 
workmen? What right has the Board of 
Education to declare that a dertain class 
of workmen, when their competency has 
not been brought into question, shall be 
prohibited from gaining employment if they 
can from a private firm of contractors? If 
these men do not care to join a labor union, 
that is their privilege, and they certainly do 
not deserve persecution for their course at 
the hands of acity board. They have fami- 
lies and children as well as the union work- 
men. They are entitled to an equal chance 
in the battle for employment, and surely 
the battle is hard enough wiihout subject- 
ing them to the ban of a city administrative 
body. The Trades council has the right to 


order its men to stop work, aud if they are 


willing to obey, that is their affair. There 
are 2,500 of them who are thus thrown out 
of employment. There can be no question 
that this will cause hardship and privation 
in many families, for the building season 
will soon be practically ended, and the 
dull winter will have set in. They are tak- 
ing this course voluntarily and. must ac- 
eept the consequences. But there is no 
reason why their refusal to work should 
change in any respect the attitude of the 
Board of Education. As far as the official 
action of the board is concerned it rapre- 
sents the whole city, and can know neither 
union nor non- union. 


DEMAND FOR CURRENCY LEGISLATION. 
The tariff issue having been disposed of 


| there is a very general belief that the most 


important qtestion with Congress | 
will have to deal at the approaching ses- 
sion will be that of the currency. There 
is evidence of this in the special message 
of the President on this subject, addressed 
to Congress at the close of the late special 
session, as also in the step taken by repre- 
sentatives of the sound money convention 
held at Indianapolis in January last for the 
appointment of a Ourrency commission, 
which will be renewed at Saratoga next 
week. 

That there has been a cettain degree of 
unpopularity attached to the national bank- 
ing system in some portions of the country 
is an undeniable fact. This has been 
especially evident in the South and West, 
including some of the States north of the 
old slave line of the Ohio and the Potomac, 
where it has taken form in the utterances 
of political conyentions in favor of green- 
backs and in x talents of free silver. 
While the remedy proposed must inevitably 
fail of its object, the demand for it is one 
of the symptoms of the disease. Another 
proof of this prejudice against the national 
banks exists in the increased popularity 
of the State banks, which issue no notes, 
but whose business is largely increasing 
in the rural districts, and is fast gaining 
upon that of the national banks in the 
larger cities. | 

An explanation for this condition is to 
be found in the want of flexibility in our 
national banking system, and its failure to 


| furnish needed accommodation for legiti- 


mate business interests, especially in the 
sections above referred to, and this is a 
feature—or at least the most important—to 
which a Currency commission (should one 
be appointed) and Congress should direct 
their attention, 
liberalize and popularize the national bank- 
ing system at the same time—a result 
which, within safe limits, Is to the interest 
of both the banks and the people. 

It is believed that this can be accom- 
plished by such a modification of the sys- 
tem as will enable the large national banks 
in the principal cities to establish branches 
in the smaller towns—as ¢ounty seats and 
the like—the central institution to be re- 
sponsible for the deposits of its branches, 
and also to furnish funds to the latter from 
its surplus, to be loaned through them to 
customers on proper collaterals. In this 
way the reserves of the large banks could 
be made availahle for loins to business- 
men in communities distant from the cen- 
tral institution, and, while preventing stag- 
nation, the idle deposits could be made 
useful in helping business and promoting 
general prosperity.’ 

Some instructive views bearing upon 
this subject are furnished in a pamphlet 
recently issued by Mr. B. E. Walker of 
Toronto, discussing the banking system of 
Canada, and incidentally reterring to that 


of the United States. From the facts 
which it develops it is easy to infer why 
there is no free silver party in Canada.

Let some such system as that described 
above—and such as already exists in Can- 
ada and Seotland—be adopted in this 
country, and one of the chief grounds of 
complaint which has enabled demagogues 
to stir up a feeling of discontent with our 
monetary system will be removed. There 
is no valid reason, as regards safety to the 
interests of either the government or the 
people, why the national banks should not 
be allowed to issue notes to the full amount 
of their government bonds on deposit with 
the Secretary of the Treasury for the se- 
curity of their circulation, At the present 
value of government bonds, and as they 
are likely to continue, their security would 
be ample, while their cireulation could be 
increased on the basis of their present de- 
posits, Under such a system as has been 
outlined it is believed that the large bank- 
ing institutions of the Eastern cities—New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, and Baltimore 
—would establish their branches in the 
South and West, possibly reaching out be- 
yond the Mississippi, while Chicago would 
scarcely fail to be found in the same field. 


GEN..GRANT AS A POLITICAL PROPHET. 

General Grant, although a man of few 
words, was a sagacious observer and often 
evinced as much shrewdness in his political 
judgment as in his opinion on military 
affairs, which now seem fairly infallible. 
A pertinent illustration of the former is 
furnished in a letter of his to a friend, writ- 
ten in 1880 and recently brought to light 
in the North American Review. In this 
letter, speaking of the approaching nomiua- 
tion of a Republican candidate for the 
Presidency, he said: 

Blaine I would like to see elected, but I fear the 
party could not elect him, He would create en- 
thusiaem, but he would have opposition in his 


own party that might lose him some Northern 
States that the Republicans should carry. 


Garfield was nominated in 1880 and elect- 
ed, and four years afterward Mr. Blaine 
attained the recognition to which he had 
aspired from 1876. Notwithstanding the 
fact that he was unquestionably the most 
popular leader in the Republican party at 
that time, his defeat followed; and, al- 
though there is good reason for the belief 
that he was fraudulently counted out in 
New York, the result was the retirement of 
the Republican party from the control of 
the government, after it had been continu- 
ously in power for twenty-four years. The 
result gave a new illustration of the fact 
that the man whose name arouses the great- 
est enthusiasm among his political follow- 
ers is not always the most available candi- 
date for the Presidency, ag did the example 
of Henry Clay in 1844. 

There has been considerable curiosity ex- 
pressed as to the name which occupied the 
blank in the following extract from the 
same letter, in which General Grant, still 
following up the subject of the nomination 
for the Presidency, says:“ In confidence I 
will tell you I should feel sorry if it should 
be -—.” Was it Secretary Bristow, whom 
it ia well known General Grant did not 
Uke? Or was it John Sherman, then Secre- 
tary of the Treasury and a prominent candi- 
date for the Presidential nomination? 
And, finally, was it General Grant himself, 
for whom his friends made a most deter- 
mined struggle, while he refused to ex- 
press any wish on the subject? It seems al-

REIGN OF SCRUBWOMAN THREATENED. 

The scrubwoman has enjoyed a protract- 
ed immunity from the inroads of the labor 
saving machine, but it appears that her 
reign will soon come to an end. An in- 

nious Englishman, doubtless inspired to 

e task by some infelicitous encounter 
with the animate disturber of his office peace 
of mind, has devised a mechanical serub- 
bet which does the work with traditional 
neatness and dispatch. It is described as 
resembling a small lawn mower and is used 
in a similar manner, Hot water flows 
from a tank in front of the business part 
of the scrubber and when it has done its 
work is taken up and carried to a tank be- 
hind. This water enables a series of re- 
volving brushes and a wiper to restore 
cleanliness, and they appear to work in 
about the same way as a carpet swecper. 

It is so simple an invention that it is 
surprising some one has not thought of it 
before, Its usefulness is obvious and it 
should be introduced at once, so that the 
largest number of persons may share its 
benefits. It is needed especially in every 
publie building, hotel, eating house, hos- 
pital, passenger depot, and, in fact, every 
place where large numbers of people con- 
gregate. Health authorities lay great 
stress on the necessity for the frequent 
cleansing of such public places. Dirt ac- 
eumulates in a short time and throws off 
disease germs into the close air which the 
people breathe. Yet it is impossible at 
present to scrub these places more than 
once a day, which is manifestly too infre- 
quent. The process of scrubbing by hand 
is a slow one and it would not be fcasible 
to disturb the public by attempting a serub- 
bing crusade during the daytime. But the 
mechanical serubwoman * ean be brought 
into service as many times a day as the ac- 
cumulation of dirt warrants without seri- 
ously inconveniencing any considerable 
number of people. 

In the niillions of kitchens of the people 
such a contrivance would be accepted 
as a rescuer from the hardest domestic 
task that falls to the lot of woman. The 
labor of serubbing is so arduous that most 
homes are not scrubbed often enough for 
health considerations, With the patent 

and never tiring scrubber constantly ready 
for service the honsewife will find scrub- 
bing a pleasant exercise, rather to be pleas- 
antly anticipated than dreaded,

Almost Total Collapse of Florence, 
One of the Noted Southern 
Boom Towns. 


Harper's Weekly: Florence, in 
ern Alabama, on the Tennessee River, is an 
interesting monument to the power of the 
human imagination. Something about the 
situation of the place and the quality of the 
iron ore in its vicinity, and perhaps the local 
provision of coal, has twice been able to 
excite the hopes of investors. It is related 
that when General Jackson was on his way 
to New Orleans to settle his memorable dis- 
pute with General Pakenham he noted the 
site of Florence as a good place for a town, 
and was a participator in the offerings of 


the first Cypress Land company, which 
started, in 1818, the first Florence boom and 
put town lots on the market. The boom 


blew over, but Florence kept on, and a 
gazetteer of 1843 credits it with streets 100 
feet wide which crossed at right angles, and 
with a courthouse, a jail, two churches, two 
female academies, a cotton factory, and 
about 2,000 inhabitants. 

Its next boom was fabricated in 1888, sev- 
enty years after its foundation, and was 
wonderfully successful as a boom, The 
town had fallen off in population, but under 
the inspiration of the Florence Land com- 
pany it swelled in three months from a pop- 
ulation of 1,200 to one of about 7,000. Real 
estate values soared. Five hundred dollar 
lots brought $25,000 and house sites sold for 
$150 a front foot. Every one was happy for 
a time, and Florence is happy still. It is 
still a town of 7,000 population, with well- 
paved streets, fine buildings, and large man- 
ufacturing plants. A great deal has been 
done for its comfort, and its residents ap- 
preciate their blessings. All that seems to 
all it ie that as a place for investment it has 
proved less remunerative than was expect- 
ed. On Aug. 2 all the property of the Flor- 
ence Land, Mining, and Manufacturing com- 
pany and of the Florence Educational, Land, 
and Development company was sold at auc- 
tion for $60,000. The property was worth at 
one time $3,000,000 and included the grounds 
and buildings of the Baptist University, 
which cost $80,000, twenty-six dwelling- 
houses, an office building, seven business 
blocks, 1,300 city lots, about 16,000 acres of 
land, and various assortments of manufac- 
turing and railroad shares. The boom is 
understood to have done Florence a great 
deal of good. It will not need another for a 
long time, perhaps not for another seventy 
years. Meanwhile it is deseribed as a con- 
tented town with a salubrious site, a his- 
tory, some prospects, and a highly interest- 
ing and emotional retrospect. 


Why Germany Falls in Colonizing. 


In Africa alone Germany has nearly 4 
million square miles of colonial possession— 
an area nearly five times as large as the 
whole German Empire in Europe. For thir- 
teen years she has expended vast sums for 
the purpose of giving the black people of 
these territories the same minute and pa- 
ternal administration that it dispenses in 
Brandenburg and Pomerania. Costly build- 
ings have been erected in which extensive 
offices have been provided, and patient 
clerks on very small salaries are kept busy 
tabulating from day to day the results ob- 
tained. German exports to these African 
colonies are considerable, but they are main- 
ly in the nature of ammunition, beer, and 
other articles of prime necessity to govern- 
ment officials. 

An army of highly trained scribes is main- 
tained in Berlin for the purpose of directing 
the colonial administration, and a complais- 
ant Parliament votes from year to year 
enough money to make up the chronic def- 
icit; yet today in all German Africa there 
are not a thousand white colonists. I met 
recently in Berlin a German who had held 
important positions of trust, both commer- 
cial and political. He told me that he was 
doing very well with a large plantation in 
the Dutch East Indies.

The German colo- 
nies cannot prosper until they are managed 
by men who know their busingss, and to get 
wien men you must pay them. I have to

The Boers tried to establish themselves in 
German southwest Africa, but from what I 
heard in Pretoria they soon returned dis- 
couraged. Such of them as had formerly 
complained of English tyranny had no words 
with which to describe the administration of 
their friends, the Germans.—Poultney Big- 
elow in Harper's Magazine. 


Use of the Great Toe, 

The negroes of the West Indies use the 
great toe constantly in climbing. Several 
years ago, while spending some time at one 
of the famous resorts in Jamaica, I had an 
opportunity to observe the skill with which 
the black women, who do a great part of 
the menial labor, carried stone, mortar, 
and other building materials on their heads 
to the top of a five story tower, in a part 
of the hotel not then finished. 

Much of the unerring accuracy with which 
they (women and girls) chased each other 
up and down the long ladders, with heavy 
loads skillfully poised on their woolly pates, 
was due to the firmness with which they 
grasped each rung of the ladders with the 
great toe. They did not place the bail or 
the hollow of the foot on the rung, but the 
groove at the juncture of the great toe 
with the body of the foot, and they held 
} fast by making the back of the other toes 
afford the other gripping surface. In much 
the same way the Abyssinian native cav- 
alry grasp the stirrup. And I have seen a 
one armed Santo Domingan black, astride 
the near ox in a wheel yoke, guiding a 
lead mule with a rein held between his 
great and second toes, while his only arm 
was devoted to cracking his teamster's whip. 
—Overiand Monthly, 


Terrible Heredity. 

A special study of hereditary drunken- 
ness has been made by Professor Pellman of 
Bonn University, Germany. His method 
was to take certain individual cases, a gen- 
eration or two back. He thus traced the 
careers of children, grandchildren and great- 
grandchildren in all parts of the present 
German Empire until he was able to present 
tabulated biographies of the hundreds de- 
geended from some original drunkard. 
Notable among the persons described by 
Professor Pellman is Frau Ada Jurke, who 
was born in 1740, and was a drunkard, a 
thief, and a tramp for the last forty years 
of her life, which ended in 1800. Her 
descendants numbered 834, of whom 709 were 
traced in local records from youth to death. 
One hundred and six of the 709 were born 
out of wedlock. There were 144 beggars, and 
62 more who lived from charity, Of the 
women, 181 led disreputable lives. There 
were in this family 76 convicts, 7 of whom 
were sentenced for murder. In a period of 
some seventy-five years this one family 
rolled up a bill of costs in almhouses, prisons, 
and correctional institutions amounting to 
at least 5,000,000 marks, or about $1,250,000,

This is the first seizure of short weight

SUIT UNDER CIVIL RIGHTS LAW.

July 14, 1896, while in the employ of the city as

in the water office, and when reporting the same to 
Mr. Craig, an investigation was had and all re- 
ported were discharged for irregularities. 
Sees Jones Handling a Book. 


On one oceasion he discovered a Mr. Milton Jones 
handling a book and turning to a page, wherein 
he caught the number of said page, and after he 
had finished his work in the book and disap- 
peared, he, Stark, immediately went to the bok, 
and, turning to the page, discovered a fresh im- 
pression of a stamp with ink entirely different 
from that used by the checker. He thereupon 
called the attention of Mr. Craig to that fact, and 
asked if he had any suspicions of Mr. Jones. He 
aa id he did not. He told him of his suspicions, and 
he thereupon said: I don’t believe a —— word 
of it.“ 

This happened on or about Dec. 26, 1994. 

On the next evening after my conversation with 
Mr. Craig, he told me I need not stay on duty as 
watchman longer than 7 o'clock in the morring, 
and it was between 7 and 9 o'clock in the morn- 
ing that the irregularities and stealing were sup- 
posed to take place.

WILD RUMOR OF RESIGNATIONS. 
Unconfirmed Story That Many Depart- 


districts. It does want a fair, honest, and 
practicable revenue law—one which operates 
the same, with equa] justice, all over the 
State. No one who has any knowl . of 
the matter will, for a moment, assert that 
the present revenue law, as interpreted by 
th Supreme Court, answers these require- 
ments. Chicago does not desire one valua- 
tion for State taxation and another for local 
taxation. It is not so particular what the 
basis of valuation is, only that there is 
some well understood basis, which shall be 
adhered to and be alike for every part of 
the State. 

„The law, as interpreted by the Supreme 
Court, fixes no basis which any Assessor 
is obliged to observe. Each Assessor is a 
law unto himself. Sometimes he informs 
the property-owner what that is, and some- 
times he refuses to disclose it. This, with 
the wholly inadequate time to correct in- 
equalities in the valuations, is among the 
most serious defects in the existing law. It 
is because of this that one person’s property 
is assessed at one-thirtieth its value, while 
the property of others is assessed at one- 
twentieth, one-tenth, or one-fifth, or what- 
ever may suit the ¢aprice or satisfy the 
cupidity.of the Assessor, from which there 
is practically no appeal or relief. 

Hesitate to Make Full Returns, 

„Because of these deplorable conditions 
many property-owners hesitate to make 
full or complete returns of their personal 
property for fear of confiscation. Because 
of these conditions few returns of personal 
property are made in detail, as the law 
contemplates, but personal property is re- 
turned in bulk by the Assessor. 

“The State tax, while not an insignificant 
portion, is very much the smaller portion 
of the entire taxes which Chicago property 
pays. The State tax forms about 


6 per cent of such entire tax; the city tax, 


including the school tax and the taxes for 
corporate purposes, forms about 70 per 
cent, the remaining 25 per cent being made 
up of county, town, park, and drainage dis- 
trict tax. The grossest Inequalities exist 
as between not only taxpayers, but between 
different towns and portions of towns as 
well. 

“While it is Ukelßy that inequalities are 
often the result of favoritism on the part of 
assessing officials, still officials of perfect 
integrity could not, by their very best cf- 
forts. under the present law, make a fair 
assessment in a large and densely popu- 
ulated community like Chicago.

SILVER DROPS ANOTHER NOTCH. 


Weakness in London Intensified by 
the Attitude Taken by the 
Times, 


New York, Aug. 17.--[Special.]-—This has 
been another record-breaking day in the 
different markets for the white metal. In 
London bars took a dip to 26 1-16 pence per 
ounce, a depreciation, as compared with 
yesterday's closing, of 3-16 pence. On this 
side there was a drop in the commercial 
quotations to 544@54% cents. Mexican dol- 
lars were quoted at 4144@41% cents. 

The weakness in silver at London was in- 
tensified this morning by a long article in 
the Times of that city, taking ground 
against any action in favor of silver by Great 
Britain.

Detroit, Mich., Aug. 17. —[{Special. ]—Wil- 
liam McGuigan’s Moncreith today defeated

The race was a second edition of the In- 
ternational Derby, which was at a mile and 
a half and was won in a romp by Patter- 
son's great colt. In that event, Moncreith 
was beaten off in third place. Since then 
Moncreith has started among horses that 
have no pretensions outside the selling class 
and hag failed to be placed. 

Today he ran a truly sensétional race and 
outfooted the same colt that was never ex- 
tended in their last meeting, 

Ornament was looked on as a real good 
thing at 1 to 3. Schorr’s Meadowthorpe was 
second choice at 3 to 1, while Moncreith was 
held at 15 to 1. 

The start was a good one and Ornament 
and Meadowthorpe raced away in front like 
a team with the McGuigan candidate three 
lengths back. There was no change in this 
order until the three-quarter bend was 
reached, when Moncreith commenced his 
run. 

The track was slow and lumpy and the 
pace that Meadowthorpe had carried the 
favorite began to tell before the stretch was 
reached. 

Moncreith caught the pace at the head of 
the stretch and under whip and spur for the 
last furlong drew away from Ornament and 
secured the verdict by a length. Meadow- 
thorpe was third, two lengths further back. 

After the International Derby, in which 
Moncreith ran third, McGuigan entered a 
protest on the ground Ornament was ir- 
regularly entered, as in some stakes he was 
entered as the property of Charles T. Pat- 
terson and in others as the property of 
Charles T. Patterson & Co, Today Charles 
Pierce, who represents Mr. Patterson, en- 
tered a counter protest against Moncreith 
on the claim that if McGuigan’s protest was 
allowed Moncreith should have carried 127 
instead of 110. The original protest will 
come before the Board of Appeals Thursday, 
and on the finding of the board will largely 
result the second protest. 

After the present meeting John Huffman 
will ship his string, including Dare II., to Har- 
lem, where they will be sold. J. W. Schorr 
will ship five of his. including Macy, to 
Harlem. Ornament will be taken to Sheeps- 
head Bay Thursday to fill his Eastern en- 
gagements. °

TO INSPECT BIG GRAIN FIELDS. 


Eighty Business-Men from IIlinois and 
Nearby States Are on an Inves- 


tigating Tour. 


A special train bearing a party of eighty 
representative businéess-men of Illinois and 
adjoining States, the guests of P. 8. Eustis, 
General Passenger Agent of the Burlington, 
will cover the big wheat and corn region of 
the West, the purpose being to view the crops 
reported from that section. The train will 
run special through Iowa, South Dakota, 
Nebraska, and northern Kansas, and will 
make stops at the pleasure of the party. A 
week will be spent in making the rounds 
of the harvest fields. The party consists of 
representative land agents from different 
parts of IIltnois and Iowa, members of the 
Interstate Land association, and also some 
representative farmers from Illinois, Indi- 
ana, and Michigan, who have gone out to 
see the great crop of 1807. The latest esti- 
mates show that Nebraska has produced 
this year upwards of 50,000,000 bushels of 
wheat. This is more than any one State in 
the Union raised in 1896. Nebraska this 
year will rank third among the wheat - pro- 
ducing States, and when. it is taken into 
consideration that it is a State of diversified 
crops, while the wheat competitors are al- 
most exclusively wheat States, the showing 
is remarkable.

Closing Quotations in Grain and Pro- 
visions at New York. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—Leading operators to- 
day made a rush to secure profits, with the result 
that wheat prices dropped 2c a bu from last night, 
or 2%c from the highest point of yesterday.

Go to the Main Office to Purchase 
Eleven Tickets for Half a Dollar—

An unknown West Side conspirator is seek-

A 
shower of copper pennies is to be turned 
upon the hapless conductors until they are 
freighted down like the returning treasure 
ships from the Klondike. 

Company Not Displeased. 

The only trouble seems to be that a grasp- 
ing and soulless corporation does not seem 
at all displeased at the idea, but insinuates 
that possibly it will be almost as able to 
worry along on coppers as it did on nickels. 
The conductors yesterday along West Mad- 
ison and the cross streets did not seem to 
worry much about the avalanche of pennies. 

“Let em come,” said a conductor on 
Western avenue. Let em come, an’ the 
sooner they come the gladder will I be. For 
the people do be now a-worryin' me to death 
a-wantm' pennies to buy papers with and 
ter put in the phisphate cans, do ye mind, 
and never a penny do I hav’ ter give em.
